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Man stabbed in Walmart parking lot 


28 -year-old man 
arrested, charged with 
first degree assault

The two men looked like 
buddies catching up on a 


Sunday afternoon in the 
Walmart parking lot, several 
witnesses told 
city police. 

Then one of 
the men yelled 
that he’d been 
stabbed and to 
call 911. 

City police 
arrested Law- 


renceburg man Michael 
Aaron Joseph, 28,1777 Bypass 
South, for first degree assault 
after he stabbed Cedric 
Washington, 29, of Lawrence- 
burg once in the stomach 
with a small hunting knife 
in the Walmart parking lot. 

Washington was trans¬ 
ported to the University of 
Kentucky medical center for 


serious injuries, police said, 
and as of Monday afternoon, 
Washington was recuperat¬ 
ing from surgery in the hos¬ 
pital. 

According to Lt. Mike 
Schell of the Lawrenceburg 
police department, Wash¬ 
ington said he had finished 
eating at Subway with his 
girlfriend around 4:30 p.m. 


Sunday afternoon when he 
saw Joseph, who had been 
shopping with his wife at 
Walmart. 

The two men started talk¬ 
ing in the parking lot, not too 
far away from the grocery 
entrance of the store. 

Washington’s girlfriend

As the school board finalizes its 
budget in September — and sets a 
new tax rate in the meantime — 
individual Anderson County schools 
already know how much money 
they’ll be able to spend this school 
year. 


According to Finance Officer 
Nick Clark, site-based decision mak¬ 
ing councils, commonly referred to 
by the shorthand acronym SBDM, 
compile their own school budgets at 
the end of every school year. 

Each school receives a certain 
allotment (known as Section 6 fund¬ 
ing according to Kentucky state stat¬ 
ute) from the Board of Education 
based on enrollment numbers and 
a percentage of Support Education

Police chief conducts internal investigation’ 
after cops allegedly omit drug bust evidence

City Police Chief Chris 
Atkins said an internal 
investigation is being 
conducted after two city 
cops allegedly withheld 
evidence during a cocaine 
drug bust. 

Circuit Court Judge 
Charles Hickman recently 


dismissed 
cocaine 
traffick¬ 
ing charges 
against Law¬ 
renceburg 
man Shanta 
Bixler, 31, 
of 505 East 
Woodford 
Street, after learning city 
cops failed to include infor¬ 
mation about a traffic stop 


involving Bixler. 

“I’m deeply concerned 
that critical information, 
really exculpatory infor¬ 
mation in favor of the 
defendant, was omitted 
purposely by the police 
department,” Hickman said 
last Monday before dis¬ 
missing cocaine trafficking 
charges against Bixler. 

“A grave miscarriage of 
justice could have occurred 


in this case.” 

Atkins said in a phone 
interview last Friday 
morning that he is current¬ 
ly looking into the “whole 
realm” of what happened 
in the courtroom last Mon¬ 
day, as well as the officers’ 
conflicting testimonies 
about the unreported traf¬ 
fic stop.

while Best’s two-year-old grandson 
watched nearby.

Woman 
indicted for 
receiving $44K 
in benefits

A Lawrenceburg woman was 
indicted by the Anderson Grand 
Jury on Aug. 6 for allegedly giving 
false information to receive about 
$44,000 in public assistance benefits 
from the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. 

Amy G. Moore, 32, of 201 Lynn 
Drive, was charged with two counts 
of false statements and misrepre¬ 
sentations in order to receive public 
assistance benefits, a Class D felony. 

According to the Anderson Grand 
Jury indictment, Moore allegedly 
made false statements between May 
2010 and December 2012 to receive 
$40,266.04 in Medicaid benefits from 
the Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services. 

Moore also allegedly misrepre¬ 
sented her qualifications for public

was walking to her 
vehicle and Joseph’s 
wife was waiting in the 
car as the men engaged 
in casual conversation, 
Schell said. 

The victim told 
police that one minute 
he was talking with 
Joseph, who Washing¬ 
ton considered to be a 
friend. 

“Then all of a sud¬ 
den [Washington] sees a 
knife come at him and 
he gets stabbed,” Schell 
said. 

Several witnesses 
said at first it looked 
as though Washington 
got punched, but then 
Washington yelled that 
he’d been stabbed and 
for someone to call 911. 

Schell and Det. 
Jeremy Cornish of 
the city police depart¬ 
ment responded to the 
scene Aug. 18 and were 
told by witnesses that 
Joseph had taken off 
on foot into the field 
between the Anderson 
County community 
park and Walmart. 

Washington, who was 
still conscious and lying 
in the parking lot, was 
able to identify the sus¬ 
pect for police, Schell 
said. 

A nurse shopping at 
Walmart was able to 
assist with Washing¬ 
ton’s injuries as EMS

made its way to the 
scene, Schell said. 

City police requested 
the assistance of a 
Kentucky State Police 
K-9 unit to track down 
Joseph, and the Ander¬ 
son County sheriff’s 
office also assisted with 
the search. 

Schell said he went 
to a Bypass South 
address to speak with 
Joseph’s family, and 
found Joseph there 
about an hour after the 
assault. 

Joseph, who Schell 
said cooperated with 
police, said he and 
Washington had dis¬ 
agreed in the past in 
Franklin County. 

Schell said the exact 
cause of the assault is 
still unclear, and the 
incident remains under 
investigation by city 
police. 

Joseph was arrested 
and charged with first 
degree assault, but may 
face additional charges, 
Schell said.

The John Deere trac¬ 
tor, still in gear, lunged 
forward unexpectedly 
as the men were work¬ 
ing on it. 

Best managed to 
push his two-year-old 
grandson to safety 
before the tractor 
rolled over Best, accord¬ 
ing to the sheriff’s 
office. 

“From as much as 
we can gather, [Best] 
pushed his grandson 
out of the way,” Deputy 
Alan Robinson, who 
interviewed members 
of Best’s family, said. 

Best’s injuries, 
including suspected 
damage to his upper 
torso, were considered 
life threatening and he 
was airlifted by heli¬ 


copter to the University 
of Kentucky Medical 
Center. 

Robbie Best, Bobby’s 
son, said his father 
broke his pelvis, ribs, 
sternum and shoulder 
in Friday’s accident. 

Robbie Best said as 
of Monday afternoon, 
his father was sedated, 
but stable and respon¬ 
sive. 

Riley was arrested 
for outstanding war¬ 
rants unrelated to the 
tractor accident, the 
sheriff’s office stated in 
a news release. 

The Anderson 
County sheriff’s office, 
EMS and county fire 
responded to the scene. 

The exact cause of 
the incident is still 
under investigation by 
the sheriff’s office.

Chief Atkins declined 
to comment further on 
the investigation being 
led by his office, adding 
he could not comment 
publicly on internal 
affairs. 

Hickman’s response 
followed the conflicting 
testimony of Lawrence¬ 
burg police Det. Jeremy 
Cornish and former 
city officer Josh Sat- 
terly, who is training to 
become a state trooper. 

Both Cornish and 
Satterly originally said 
they intended to arrest 
Bixler after sending a 
confidential informant 
into a Warbler Drive res¬ 
idence to purchase crack 
cocaine from him. 

Neither mentioned 
a traffic stop that 
occurred that day when 
Satterly pulled over a 
vehicle he thought Bix¬ 
ler occupied. 

Satterly testified 
Aug. 12 that he could 
have cited the driver for 


traffic violations, but 
instead let the man go in 
order to have him offer 
Bixler a ride to Frank¬ 
fort. 

Satterly stopped the 
driver again a short time 
later and found Bixler 
and crack cocaine inside 
the vehicle. 

Satterly said he didn’t 
report the first traffic 
stop after discussing 
the issue with Cornish, 
but in preparing for the 
trial, realized he should 
have. 

“I have good instruc¬ 
tors at the [state police] 
academy and took my 
case to them,” Satterly 
said. “To be honest, they 
told me I jacked it up. I 
should have included 
the first stop, but I let 
it go for the purpose of 
retrieving more crack 
cocaine.” 

Satterly said he then 
approached the Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney 
Laura Donnell’s office 
and told her about the 
first stop. 

“My integrity means 
everything to me,” Sat¬ 
terly said, “and I’m not 


going to leave out noth¬ 
ing. 

“I stopped him for the 
sole purpose of having 
crack cocaine, but Mr. 
Bixler wasn’t in there. So 
he went down the street, 
picked up Bixler and I 
stopped him again.” 

When pressed about 
why he didn’t include 
the first traffic stop in 
his report, Satterly said 
he takes responsibility 
for doing so but added 
that Cornish, who is now 
a detective with the 
police department, told 
him not to. 

Cornish then took the 
stand and said he had 
no idea why Satterly did 
not put the first traffic 
stop in the report, and 
that he never discussed 
omitting the stop from 
the report with Satterly. 

Cornish also testified 
that during the first 
traffic stop, he told the 
driver he wasn’t wor¬ 
ried about his expired 
license tags and asked 
him “what can you do 
for us?” 

“He said, ‘I’ll tell you 
what,”’ Cornish said 


during his testimony. 
“’There’s a black guy 
at that house I just left 
and he’s got quite a bit 
of crack cocaine on him 
right now and wants a 
ride to Frankfort. You 
can pull me over if you 
want to.’ I told him I’m 
fine with that.” 

Cornish was then 
pressed by Bixler’s attor¬ 
ney, public defender 
Scott Getsinger, as to 
why the name of an 
alleged witness to the 
confidential informant’s 
purchase was not turned 
over to his or Donnell’s 
office. 

“My dealings had 
nothing to do with 
[Commonwealth Attor¬ 
ney Laura Donnell],” 
said Cornish. 

“But you weren’t in 
the residence and don’t 
know what happened, 
do you?” Getsinger 
responded. 

“Only with a recorder 
and I have listened to 
the tape several times 
and heard a female in 
the background,” Cor¬ 
nish said. 

Getsinger then made 


a motion to dismiss the 
charges against Bixler. 

“Obviously, your 
honor, the truth hasn’t 
come out yet, but their 
stories are obviously dif¬ 
ferent,” Getsinger said. 
“It bothers me that the 
first stop was excluded 
on purpose and the total 
transaction was omitted 
from the report. The 
alleged witness was not 
mentioned in the report, 
and I believe those items 
were deliberately left 
out of discovery.” 

Hickman said once 
the officers were told of 


the crack cocaine inside 
the residence, there was 
no need to send the driv¬ 
er back to offer Bixler a 
ride to Frankfort. 

“The easiest and 
simplest way, according 
to the US Constitution, 
instead of playing this 
game with [the driver] 
that had information 
about cocaine at the 
residence, is get a search 
warrant,” he said. “Then 
everything would have 
been kosher.”

Documenting the 
county in 24 hours 

Thank you to readers who sent in first day photos 

I must be insane to be standing here, taking a 
photo of the courthouse at 12:45 a.m. 

Let’s be clear here: I am not a night owl. 

The night, even last Saturday night with 
its sleepy August cricket chirps and lingering 
smoke of dinner barbecues, does not appeal to 
me. 

You will not find me conscious at midnight, 
sitting outside on a porch on a warm summer 
night to contemplate life after all the lights 
have been snuffed out except for the moon. 

I like sleep. I love sleep. 

I do not like having to 
wake up in the middle of 
the night to take photographs. 

Which is why I questioned my 
sanity when I decided to embark on 
a project documenting 24 hours of 
Anderson County for our upcom¬ 
ing sample edition of The Anderson 
News. 

This was the plan: I would snap 
a photo for every hour in a 24-hour 
period to represent an event, person 
or place at that hour in Anderson 
County. 

At first I toyed with the idea of 
doing all photographs back-to-back in 
a 24-hour time block. 

Then I realized that would most 
certainly kill me. I value my life as 
much as I worship sleep. 

I also value positive relationships 
with my fellow men and women. 
Disaster avoided, Lawrenceburg. 

So I’ve been sneaking out to take 
photos here and there over the last 
several days, and enlisted the assis¬ 
tance of our Anderson News intern 
Bria Granville and local photogra¬ 
pher Jason Collins for a few of the 
pictures. 

I knew the task would be difficult even with their help, 
given my utter dependence on being snug in my own bed 
by about 9 p.m. 

I scheduled a few photos. I planned to go to Florida Tile 
for the night shift safety celebration at 11 p.m. I wanted a 
photo of a local family. 

I snapped photos during Walmart’s busiest social occa¬ 
sion: Saturday afternoon at 1 p.m. 

Bleary-eyed, I shuffled into Walmart — one of the few 
places in Lawrenceburg open past midnight — as planned at 
1 a.m. 

I visited the small congregation of Goshen Baptist 
Church last Sunday to document its 11 a.m. worship, click¬ 
ing away while heads bowed in prayer. 

Many of the photos in the series were unplanned. The 
rest I wanted to play by ear to see who or what I’d encoun¬ 
ter. 

Around 6 p.m. last Friday night, I met father and son 
team Dale and Julius Noel, putting up hay in an effort to 
finish work before an impending thunderstorm that never 
did materialize this last weekend. 

I passed the Wheels of Time group camped out in front 
of Dairy Queen, where I learned they meet the third Satur¬ 
day night of every month, outside of when they meet up at 
Sonic on Thursdays and downtown Lawrenceburg on the 
first Friday of every month. 

“Don’t you guys get sick of each other?” I asked. 

No, they told me from their circle of camping chairs. It’s 
like a family reunion. 

You may not know this, but La Isla waiter Oracio Garcia 
can balance seven hot plates on his arms (protected by a 
base of oven mitts) to bring to hungry customers. 

The night I visited La Isla, he only had six plates on one 
arm, but still. Impressive. 

A young Goshen Baptist Church member, Shea Boyer, 
explained to me Sunday in whispers about the stuffed ani¬ 
mals she brought with her to worship. 

One stuffed dog perched on the back of a wooden pew. 

A stuffed zebra found its way eventually onto the top of 
Shea’s head. 

I made record time driving out to Duncan Road on Mon¬ 
day night to photograph the Zigo family, and seeing the fog 
descend over a valley as the sun set behind it was definitely 
worth the trip. Talking with the Zigo family made it worth 
it, too. 

After two years working as a community reporter in 
Anderson County, I am still surprised that I’m surprised by 
Lawrenceburg. 

I’m surprised that this is probably the second or third 
time I’ve written that sentence, and I’ll probably write it 
again. 

For anyone who has ever said to me that Anderson Coun¬ 
ty is boring: perhaps you’re not looking hard enough. 

Even at 3 a.m., when I was too exhausted for words or 
speech or involuntary muscle movements like keeping my 
eyes open, I even enjoyed photographing the eerie quiet of 
Glensboro Road. 

Not boring in the least. 

As I write this column, the project is still unfinished. I 
have a few photos to go before I can sleep for good. 

As the illustrious P. Diddy once said, “Sleep is forbidden.” 

I plan to have that cross-stitched on a sampler for my home 
at some point.

earning that a new 
underground pipe¬ 
line may be coming 
through Kentucky has 
some folks asking ques¬ 
tions. 

What are the risks? 
What about my land? 
What about the environ¬ 
mental impact? These are 
just a few things Kentuck¬ 
ians have a right to know 
about the proposed Blue- 
grass Pipeline Project. 

But those parties that 
use scare tactics to oppose 
such projects do not want 
you to hear the truth: that 
underground pipelines are 
a safe and effective meth¬ 
od for transporting the 
energy products on which 
the American economy 
depends. 

Underground pipelines 
are certainly nothing 
new in Kentucky. There 
are thousands of miles of 
pipelines safely operating 
beneath our feet every 
day. In fact, more than 
half of the proposed 1,100 
mile Bluegrass Pipeline is 
already in place and oper¬ 
ated by Kentucky-based 
Texas Gas; it is simply 
being repurposed to carry 
natural gas liquids. 

The portion of the 
Bluegrass Pipeline causing 
concern is a new section 


that will join an existing 
pipeline in western Ken¬ 
tucky. News of this pipe¬ 
line has been saturated 
with misleading rhetoric 
by the same groups who 
regularly stand in the way 
of projects that will benefit 
Kentucky’s economy. 

The Bluegrass Pipeline 
will ensure Kentucky is a 
key participant in provid¬ 
ing affordable, abundant 
and accessible energy to 
American manufacturers. 
That means jobs, and it 
means Kentucky continues 
to play a part in making 
our nation energy indepen¬ 
dent. 

If the Bluegrass Pipe¬ 
line was an above ground 
factory, local officials and 
residents would be lining 
up to cheer the new jobs 
and investment in the 
state! But because of the 
statements of a noisy few, 
residents now believe that 
pipelines and the jobs and 
investment that come with 
them are not safe. 

The Bluegrass Pipeline 
will be safe and should be 
welcomed in Kentucky, 
as it will be transporting 
important natural resourc¬ 
es produced in the North to 
support the resurgence of 
the petrochemical industry 
here in the United States. 
And, if investment is made 
in Kentucky, the natural 
gas liquids in the Bluegrass 
Pipeline could be tapped, 


separated, then sold locally, 
saving transportation 
costs for the raw products 
needed for many local 
businesses. 

There is certainly no 
lack of regulation as some 
have attempted to allege. 
The Bluegrass Pipeline 
will be subject to stringent 
safety requirements from 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation’s Office of 
Pipeline Safety. The Feder¬ 
al Energy Regulatory Com¬ 
mission will also approve 
the transportation rates 
and the terms of service 
for the Bluegrass Pipeline. 
This is the same regula¬ 
tory process that governs 
all interstate natural gas 
liquid pipelines across the 
country. 

The new build portion 
of Bluegrass will be con¬ 
structed in accordance to 
federal safety standards 
including being subjected 
to a pressure test prior to 
natural gas liquids being 
introduced to the pipe¬ 
line. The portion of the 
pipeline being converted 
to natural gas liquids will 
be thoroughly inspected 
and tested before, during 
and after conversion. Our 
team is one of the most- 
experienced in the nation 
and already operates more 
than 1,400 miles of existing 
pipeline in Kentucky and 
approximately 40,000 miles

Summer salad packs healthy punch 


T he summer corn and 
couscous salad was a 
favorite at the Ander¬ 
son County Senior Center. 
This week I’ll prepare it for 
“Taking Ownership of Your 
Diabetes.” 

Corn is low 
fat; saturated 
fat free; sodium 
free; cholesterol 
free and good 
source of vita¬ 
min C. Corn is 
a good source 
of fiber and B 
vitamins, with 
90 calories in a 
half cup serv¬ 
ing. 

Sweet corn 
is harvested 
through September. Select 
ears of corn with green 
husks, fresh silks and tight 
rows of kernels. Look for 
ears with green shucks, 
moist stems and silk free 
of decay. Kernels should be 
small, tender, plump and 
milky when pierced. They 
should fill up all the spaces 
in the rows. Here is an inter¬ 
esting corn fact: There is 
one piece of silk for each 
kernel on an ear of corn. 

Corn on the cob can be 
microwaved for a quick 
meal: open husk but do 
not remove; remove silk 
and wash the corn kernels; 
close husks around corn 
and microwave on high for 
1-2 minutes. Add 1 minute 
per each additional ear. Let 
corn set for several minutes 
before removing the shucks. 
If not preparing imme¬ 
diately, refrigerate fresh 


corn with husks on and use 
within 1-2 days. 

Summer corn and cous¬ 
cous salad is a delicious 
vegetable and pasta salad 
recipe that the whole fam¬ 
ily will love. Couscous is 
precooked medium grain 
semolina. Couscous is a 
wheat product. This salad 
is an easy recipe to prepare 
for picnics and plates up 
well with grilled meats.

Summer Com 
and Couscous Salad 

3 ears sweet corn, shucked and 
washed 

1 cup low-sodium chicken broth 
1 cup uncooked couscous (small 
grain found in grocery section near 
rice) 

1 can garbanzo beans (chick peas), 
drained and rinsed 

1 medium cucumber, washed, 
quartered and diced 

1 1/2 cups cherry or grape toma¬ 
toes, washed and halved 

1/2 cup feta cheese (while you 
may not like this alone, it's delicious 
in this recipe) 

1/4 cup chopped sweet onion 
3 tablespoons minced fresh pars¬ 
ley (cheap, adds flavor/color, snip with 
scissors or mince) 

Dressing: 

3 tablespoons olive oil 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon dried oregano 
3/4 teaspoon ground cumin 


1/2 teaspoon each, salt and pep¬ 
per 

Boil corn for 6-9 minutes or until 
tender. Drain corn and place imme¬ 
diately in ice water or rinse with cold 
water. Pat corn dry, using a sharp knife 
cut the corn kernels from the cobs. 

In a separate saucepan, bring broth 
to a boil and stir in couscous. Remove 
couscous from heat, cover pan and let 
stand 5-10 minutes. Fluff couscous 
with a fork and set aside to cool. 

In a large bowl, combine the 
beans, cucumber, tomatoes, cheese, 
onion and parsley. Add couscous and 
corn to the vegetables. 

In a small bowl, whisk together 
the dressing ingredients. Pour over 
the couscous mixture, toss to coat. 
Serve chilled.

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Commonwealth Attorney’s 
Office joins campaign 
to reduce drunk driving

Commonwealth’s Attorney Laura 
Witt Donnell is joining with law 
enforcement throughout the nation 
for the “Drive Sober or Get Pulled 
Over” campaign Aug.16 through Sept. 
2, according to a press release. 

“The strong nationwide impaired 
driving crackdown will include high- 
visibility enforcement, high-profile 
events, and will be supported by 
national paid advertising, creating 
a comprehensive campaign to curb 
alcohol impaired driving in August 
and through the Labor Day holiday 
weekend,” the release said. 

Donnell said in the release that 
the Anderson County Sheriff’s office, 
and the Kentucky State Police will 
be aggressively looking for impaired 
drivers during the crackdown and 
will arrest anyone caught driving 
impaired. 

“On average there is one alcohol 
impaired driving-related fatality 
every 53 minutes across America. But 
this tragic loss of life can be reduced 
if we get impaired drivers off our 


roadways,” said Donnell in the press 
release. “Research has shown that 
high-visibility enforcement like 
the ‘Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over’ 
campaign reduces alcohol-impaired 
driving fatalities by as much as 20 
percent. By joining this nationwide 
effort, we will make Anderson 
County’s roadways safer for everyone 
throughout the Labor Day period.” 

Last year, Kentucky recorded over 
5,750 alcohol-related crashes, result¬ 
ing in 146 deaths and more than 3,000 
injuries. During the Labor Day holi¬ 
day weekend, nine people were killed 
and 388 were injured on roadways. 
Two of those deaths involved alcohol. 

According to Donnell, violators 
face jail time, loss of their driver’s 
licenses, and steep financial conse¬ 
quences such as higher insurance 
rates, attorney fees, court costs, lost 
time at work, and the potential loss 
of their job.

Excellence in Ken¬ 
tucky or SEEK fund¬ 
ing. 

Anderson County 
High School, with a 
projected ’13-14 enroll¬ 
ment of 1,120 students, 
has the highest allot¬ 
ment of funding at 
$121,509 for the school 
year, according to 
school budgets pro¬ 
vided by Clark. 

The Ezra Sparrow 
Early Childhood Cen¬ 
ter, with an antici¬ 
pated 191 students, 
received the lowest dis¬ 
cretionary allotment 
at $20,722 for the 2013- 
2014 school year. 

This year, some 
council approved their 
budgets in early April. 
Others were voted on 
and approved by coun¬ 
cils in late May. 

Individual school 
budgets don’t need 
final budget approval 
of the superintendent, 
Clark said. 

Each site-based 
council — made up 
of elected parent rep¬ 
resentatives, teach¬ 
ers and typically the 
school’s principal 
— draft a budget and 
vote on it for the 
upcoming school year. 

The principal then 
officially approves the 
budget, and sends it to 
Clark at central office 
for review. 

The SBDM funds 
are discretionary, Clark 
said, and can be used 
as the school principal 
and each council sees 


fit: on instruction, 
materials, classroom 
budgets and additional 
expenditures. 

Some expenses are 
annual, but others are 
one-time expenditures. 

Individual site- 
based councils also 
have the option of 
using carryover fund¬ 
ing; last year the 
Anderson County Mid¬ 
dle School used about 
$18,000 of carryover 
funds to help partially 
pay for 35 new laptops 
in May 2012. 

Although the Board 
of Education’s general 
fund shoulders most of 
the burden for payroll 
(salary and benefits 
make up about 80 per¬ 
cent of the district’s 
overall budget), some 
schools have chosen to 
add additional salary 
expenses if they’d like 
staff to work addition¬ 
al hours or days, Clark 
said. 

Individual schools 
have to follow some 
of the same rules as 
the school board in 
that any expenditures 
over $5,000 have to be 
approved by the board, 
and any expense more 
than $20,000 has to be 
put on a bid list. 

Although the bud¬ 
gets are approved 
before the school year 
begins, Clark said some 
site-based councils 
could receive more 
money from the Board 
of Education as the 
school year progresses 
if enrollment is higher 
than anticipated.

BLACKBURN KNOWS HOW TO DRIVE A TRACTOR 


50 YEARSAGO 
Thursday, Aug. 15,1963 

A series of mysterious explosions early 
Friday injured a woman, destroyed a stor¬ 
age building, damaged several homes and 
automobiles and set fire to a 12,000 gallon 
kerosene tank at the Gulf Oil bulk plant at 
Princeton. 

“I yelled at my granddaughter to get out 
— I thought we were being bombed,” said 
Mrs. L.C. Holt, 68, who said three explosions 
rocked the area near her home. 

Her granddaughter, Carolyn Kent, 22, a 
teacher at Anderson High School, suffered 
facial burns and head injuries in the blast. 
Doctors at a Princeton hospital removed 
window screen pieces from her face and 
scalp. 

She had been asleep in a back bedroom 
when the blasts occurred. 

The cause of the blast couldn’t be deter¬ 
mined, but an investigation revealed that 
the tanks had not ruptured. Fumes around 
the tank containing kerosene had burned 
had burned and the pressure safety valves 
had blown off. 

Several windows in the area were shat¬ 
tered from the blast and falling debris had 
damaged property including a new car.

have been damaged or 
destroyed. Christian 
schools and Christian- 
owned businesses have 
also bore the brunt of 
this violence that has 
left Egyptian Chris¬ 
tians understandably 
shaken and fearing 
for their lives and the 
lives of their children. 
They are surrounded 
by violence, unsure 
what will happen 
next...all because they 
claim the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Violence against 
Egyptian Christians is 
nothing new. 

According to data 
on persecution.com, 
the website of Voice of 
the Martyrs, the last 
twenty years has seen 
and intensification of 
anti-Christian violence 
since the establish¬ 
ment of Sharia law as 
the primary source of 
legislation. 

According to the 
website, persecution 
often involves the 
burning of Christians’ 
homes and businesses, 
and is “carried out 


with the tacit approval 
of security forces and 
poor follow-up by 
investigative bodies.” 

Now it seems that 
those who hate the 
presence of the living 
Christ in Egypt have 
used the incidents sur¬ 
rounding the removal 
of Morsi as an opportu¬ 
nity to make the Chris¬ 
tian community scape¬ 
goats and carry out 
persecution of these 
individuals in a time 
when it would be more 
difficult to enforce a 
rule of a law that is 
already unfavorable 
toward Christians. 

In a country where 
less than 13 percent of 
the nation’s population 
claims to be Christian, 
the hope of getting any 
lasting justice from the 
ruling authorities is 
not something many 
Egyptian believers 
are willing hold their 
breath for. 

Fear is palpable for 
these people, who are 
trying to be faithful 
to Jesus in the midst of 
such chaos and uncer¬ 


tainty. Tucking in your 
children at night while 
violence swells cannot 
be easy. Their bedtime 
prayers must take on 
a new level of sincer¬ 
ity, crying out in the 
desperation of faith. I 
imagine theirs sounds 
hauntingly similar to 
the psalmist in Psalm 
94:3, “O Lord, how long 
shall the wicked, how 
long shall the wicked 
exult?” 

In this psalm, the 
psalmist is experienc¬ 
ing his own crisis of 
faith as he endures the 
violent aggression of 
his enemies. He uses 
words like “crush,” 
“afflict,” and “kill” to 
describe their actions. 

Yet, in the midst of 
such uncertainty he 
exclaims, “the Lord 
will not forsake his 
people; he will not 
abandon his heritage; 
for justice will return 
to the righteous, 
and all the upright 
in heart will follow 
it” (Ps. 94:14-15). The 
psalmist is expressing 
true faith.

Lady Bearcats look for district repeat 


to decency? 

California law takes 
insanity to new depths 

J ust when you think things can’t 
go any lower, you realize they 
are. 

In case you missed it, the state 
of California recently passed a law 
that allows student-athletes who 
identify themselves as transgender 
to choose which sex-segregated ath¬ 
letic teams they desire. 

California Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed the bill 
into law last week. 

Really. I am not 
making this up. 

Athletics are not 
the only thing covered 
under the law as it 
allows transgender stu¬ 
dents to choose which 
school locker rooms Sports Editor 

and bathrooms to use. - 

Words cannot 
describe the insan¬ 
ity of such a law, which I first read 
about on the Schooled in Sports blog 
on the Education Week website. 

The new California provision 
reads, “(f) A pupil shall be permit¬ 
ted to participate in sex-segregated 
school programs and activities, 
including athletic teams and compe¬ 
titions, and use facilities consistent 
with his or her gender identity, irre¬ 
spective of the gender listed on the 
pupil’s records.” 

It is set to go into effect Jan. 1, 
2014. 

Un. Be. Lieve. Able. 

I have been getting paid to write 
about sports since 1985 and make 
no apologies that I am heavy on 
the games at the high school level. I 
thought I had seen it all until I read 
about this lunacy. 

Thank goodness I live in Ken¬ 
tucky, where we are so “backward” 

I seriously doubt something this 
“progressive” would even get off the 
ground. 

Let me say that over the years, 

I have seen female athletes who I 
believe could compete with males. 
That is especially true in non- 
contact sports, but I have seen girls’ 
basketball players who I think could 
hold their own with the guys. Sever¬ 
al years ago, a girl wrestler medaled 
at the Kentucky state wrestling 
tournament. 

But let’s face it. That is the excep¬ 
tion rather than the norm. Usually, 
when the games are the same, the 
male version of sports are faster- 
paced, more physical and played by 
bigger people than the female ver¬ 
sion. If you don’t believe me, check 
out the world records in track and 
field, then let me know the result. 

That being said, I could actually 
come around to girls playing boys’ 
sports, even at the high school level.

Nothing should 
deny her the opportunity. The 
female wrestling medalis under¬ 
scored this belief.

Another Education Week blog, 
Rules for Engagement, pointed out 
that Massachusetts has a similar law 
and that school administrators are 
to talk with kids who are not com¬ 
fortable with a transgender person 
sharing a locker room or rest room. 

In other words, if common decen¬ 
cy bothers you, you are the one with 
the problem. 

Thankfully, this law is not even 
close to Kentucky. I doubt it would 
ever be passed in our state. At least 
not in my lifetime, it wouldn’t. My 
only fear would be the federal gov¬ 
ernment getting involved and man¬ 
dating insanity for all 50 states. 

From this corner, high school 
sports are wonderful educational 
tools, but insane political agendas 
need to be left on the sideline. 

Better yet, keep them out of the 
arena all the time.

ing retrievers. There’s 
the thrill of calling wary 
birds into gun range, 
the challenge of placing 
decoys to play shift¬ 
ing winds and building 
natural, camouflaged 
blinds in just the right 
location. 

‘Through the years 
there’s been a strong 


interest in our early sea¬ 
sons,” said Rocky Pritch- 
ert, migratory bird pro¬ 
gram coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Kentucky has about 
20,000 avid waterfowl 
hunters, Pritchert said. 
“More people are hunt¬ 
ing wood ducks and teal 
than geese, about 40 
percent, as opposed to 
the 30 percent that hunt 
geese in September,” he 
explained. 

To participate in Ken¬ 
tucky’s early waterfowl 
seasons, hunters must 
have a valid hunting 
license and a Kentucky 
waterfowl hunter per¬ 
mit and federal duck 
stamp for those over 15 
years of age. Only non¬ 
toxic shot may be used 
to hunt waterfowl. 

Hunting gets under¬ 
way Sept. 1, with the 
opening of goose sea¬ 
son, which continues 
through Sept. 15. The 


bag limit is three birds 
per day, an increase of 
one over last season. 

Temperate nesting 
Canada geese raise their 
young and spend most 
of their lives here in 
Kentucky. “We’re hunt¬ 
ing geese raised mostly 
in rural areas that 
generally fly short dis¬ 
tances in search of food,” 
said Pritchert. “During 
the September season 
there’s no severe weath¬ 
er such as ice and snow 
to push our local birds 
southward or bring 
geese to Kentucky from 
states to the north.” 

The statewide spring 
population of Canada 
geese has doubled from 
about 15,000 in the mid- 
1990s, when surveys 
first began, to about 
31,000 today. The count 
is conducted before nest¬ 
ing so it does not include 
that year’s reproduction. 
A majority of the birds 
live in central Kentucky 
in the area roughly 


from Winchester west¬ 
ward to Leitchfield. 

Since the late 1960s, 
the number of temper¬ 
ate nesting geese in 
the Mississippi Fly way 
increased exponentially 
to more than 1.5 million 
birds. 

“In the years that we 
had a two-bird bag limit, 
hunters in Kentucky 
took between 4,000 and 
6,000 Canada geese dur¬ 
ing the early season,” 
said Pritchert. “I’m 
anticipating the number 
of birds taken this year 
will be higher because 
of the increased bag 
limit.” 

This summer, biolo¬ 
gists and volunteers 
banded 1,503 Canada 
geese, a record number, 
on waterways from 
Cave Run Lake to Pad¬ 
ucah. Adults made up 
about 87 percent of the 
banded geese. 

Banding geese 
involves placing a light 
metal band around 


the leg of waterfowl so 
biologists can garner 
information important 
for waterfowl manage¬ 
ment. Hunters who 
take banded waterfowl 
should report their 
bands by calling 1-800- 
327-BAND. 

Pritchert said nearly 
all of the September 
season’s band recoveries 
and about 70 percent 
of the band recoveries 
during the traditional 
November through 
January regular season 
harvest are comprised of 
locally-banded geese. 

Kentucky’s five-day 
early wood duck and 
teal season opens Sept. 

18 and closes Sept. 22. 
The daily bag limit is 
four ducks, but no more 
than two may be wood 
ducks. 

“Participation in the 
season varies from year 
to year, based on wood 
duck population levels 
and water conditions,” 
said Pritchert. “There’s 


lot of wood ducks this 
year and wetlands have 
recovered from last 
year’s drought.” 

Wood ducks nest 
statewide, on streams, 
rivers and the shallow 
embayments of large 
reservoirs where there’s 
flooded timber. The best 
teal hunting is found on 
the big rivers, wetlands 
and lakes in the western 
third of the state. 

Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee are the only 
states in the Mississippi 
Flyway to have an early 
wood duck season for 
locally-raised birds. 
Wood ducks born on 
Kentucky waterways 
typically leave the nest 
and learn to fly by late 
August. 

“The justification for 
the season has always 
been that only locally- 
reared birds are harvest¬ 
ed without impacting 
overall annual survival 
and reproduction,” said 
Pritchert.

district opener, then defeated Spencer 
County, 2-0, for the title. After trounc¬ 
ing Henry County in the regional 
opener, Anderson fell to highly- 
regarded Oldham County, 3-1, in the 
semifinals. 

Anderson finished 10-11-3 against 
its normal rugged schedule. Telling 
was the fact that Anderson was 7-2 
against Eighth Region foes, with both 
losses coming to Oldham, the even¬ 
tual regional champ. 

“At the end of the year, our girls 
were really playing hard and playing 
well as a team,” Earnest said. “They 
cared about each other.” 

The Lady Bearcats embark on the 
real schedule tonight, Wednesday, 
Aug. 21, when they host Harrison 
County. Saturday, the Lady Bearcats 
host Mercer County. 

“We tied Harrison County, 0-0, last 
year,” Earnest remembered. “They 
are pretty strong. They are about like 
us. It isn’t like playing South Oldham, 
but Harrison County will be a test. 

“Mercer County beat us pretty bad 
(3-0) last year.” 

Earnest mentions South Oldham, 
as a reference point since the Lady 
Bearcats scrimmaged South on Aug. 
10 in the Shelby County Soccerama. 
That practice game ended in a 2-2 tie. 

“South Oldham was a very fast¬ 


paced team,” Earnest said. “We played 
up to their level. We took care of the 
ball really well. Our touch passing 
was really sharp and clean. It was a 
fun game to watch.” 

Earnest has put a premium on ball 
security in 2013. The Lady Bearcats 
are learning, but still have a way to 
be where they want to be. 

He feels good, however, that most 
of the offense will go through cen¬ 
ter midfielder Niki Curtsinger, who 
might be a soccer equivalent to a scor¬ 
ing point guard. The senior is a threat 
to find the net and deftly distributes 
the ball to her teammates. 

A year ago, Curtsinger did not 
score a goal and had just one assist, 
but Earnest says that is because she 
was more of a defender at the time.

Senior Carrie Isaacs, a two-year 
starter, returns, as does classmate 
Sandra Nava. Juniors Tess Taylor and 
Claire Prater, who saw major varsity 
time last year, also are back. 

Rogers’ departure left a huge hole 
in the net, but Earnest says freshmen 
Billie Clark and Hannah Drury are 
fighting it out for the starting goalie 
spot. 

“We don’t have any other options,” 
Earnest says. “We will throw them 
into the fire, but they have done very 
well so far.” 

Thus far, Anderson is cautiously 
optimistic. Earnest feels his team has 
potential but knows the district is 
solid. 

Earnest is optimistic. After his 
team was trounced by Louisville 
Manual in the Blue Grass State 
Games, he made some adjusments 
and says his team is ready.

Simon Kenton ended the 
Bearcats’ season in the 
regional opener, 5-2. 

The Bearcats finished 
with a 10-11 record. 

“The kids were very 
mature about it and 
handled it well,” says 
Khamisi Campbell, who 
stepped into the coach¬ 
ing job at mid-season 
when Brody stepped 
down. “The guys didn’t 
talk much about it. 

They were very mature 
and got down to busi¬ 
ness.” 

Campbell is back 
this year with some 
optimism about the 
Bearcats’ chances. 

“It was a talented 
team last year and I 
think this team also 
can be a very good one,” 
Campbell says. “This 
year, we have a very 
strong focus.”

Daniel 
Peach comes in for extra 
work before every prac¬ 
tice. Garrett Pritchert 
and Ethan Woodrow will 
be starters.” 

Goalie Jordan Thomp¬ 
son, a junior, also returns 
for the Bearcats. 

Campbell, a native 
of Trinidad and Tobago, 


refined his game in the 
semi-pro leagues of his 
home country. He plans 
to implement some of 
what he learned in his 
homeland with the 
Bearcats. 

“Soccer is a lot of 
cultural experiences,” 
Campbell says. “It is 
where you grew up, 
where you played the 
game, the style of play. 

I will bring some of the 
Latin American and 
South American flair for 
the game. 

“Hopefully, it will be 
fun for the parents and 
good for the kids,” he 
says. 


Campbell is assisted 
by Theo Courrejoulles, a 
local soccer coach who 
headed up the girls’ pro¬ 
gram at Spencer County 
last year. 

Campbell says Sim¬ 
mons, the team’s center 
midfielder is a key to 
making the offense 
click. “Any time he gets

If the Bearcats are to 
dethrone Collins, a team
